Duke shortly will resign from the 
presidency of the American Tobacco 
Company to become chairman of the 
British-American Tobacco Company, 
Limited, with his chief office in Lon- 
don, it was announced today at the 
American Tobacco Company offices.

He is proceeding vigorously 
against the vandals who. after a wholesale 
killing of wild duck, expressed a thousand 
dead birds in one day to’ the northern me 
tropotis. 

“Hereafter,” says this indignant officer, 
“the commission will insist on jafl sen- 
tences. In the future express companies 
will not be permitted to deliver ducks to 
the game transfer companies above the le- 
gai limit of over twenty-five birds in one 
day.” 

We feel sure sportsmen, nature lovers 
and the humane societies alike will indorse 
the attitude of secretary. Nobody loves 
& game hog. He will fire into a covey of 
quall and maim more then he will kill so 
that he may boast of his big bag when he 
returns to the city. He has nefther the 
skill nor the sportsmanship to single out 
one bird on the wing and to bring it down 
with neatness and dispatch. He is not a 
hunter, but a butcher. He will pepper a 
cowering cottonta'l at twenty yards with 
a load of No. 8 shot when he couldn't hit the 
outside ring of a target in a Main street 
shooting gallery. The man who is a good 
shot and abuses the gift is a glutton. He 
is the natural successor of the wretches 
who slaughtered the buffalo.

Neither of them deserve the name of

1 have not read all the bad pastry. | 
have, however, read selections froin Ann 
Seward, William Hayley, Dr. Darwt of 
Botanic Garden fame, Horace Tranr>el, 
Hannah More, Polwhele and Hila 
Wheeler Wilcox and 1 must confess thet 
none of these poets has managed to attait 
that abysma! depth of poetic endeavor en- 
joned by Mr. Cooglar. 

But be has close seconds. Rarely does 
a week go by that I am not presented with 
a volume of poems so atrocious that the 
ghost of Cooglar must quiver for fear lest 
he be supplanted by a bard who can go him 
one worse. In proof thereof I submit “Va 
grant Verse” by Charles Kinney (F. J. Heer
